It is said, 1 believe, that 
gophers like corn, but persons Lav 
ing corns do not like to "go fur" if 
they can help it. 
Corns have ker- 


nel, and colonels have corns. Veg- 
etable corn grows on ears, but ani- 
mal corn grows on feet at the other 
end of the body. 
Another kind of 


corn is the acorn; 
these grow on 


oaks, but there is no hoax about 
the corn. 
The acorn is a corn with 


an indefinite article indeed. 
Try it 


and see. 
Many a man when he has 


a corn -wishes it was an acorn. Folks 
that have corns sometimes send for 
a doctor, and if the doctor himself is 
corned he probably won't do as well 
as if he isn't. The doctor says corns 
are produced by tight boots and 
ghoes, which is probably the reason 
why when a man is tight they say 
he is corned. 
If a fanner manages 


well he can get a good deal of corn 
on an acre, but I know of a farmer 
that has one corn that mates the 
biggest acher on his farm. The big- 
ger crop of vegetable corn a man 
raises the better he likes it; but the 
bigger crop of animal corn he raises 
the belter he does not like it. 
An- 


other kind of corn is the corn dod- 
ger.

you want to know:

the street and meet a man you know 
has a corn, and a rough ckaracter; 
then you step on the toe that has a 
corn on it, and see if you don't have 
occasion to dodge. In that way you 
will find out what a corn dodger i&

olutioaary," and so on 
These denun- 


ciations are an expression of feeling 
rather than of judgment. They are 
manifestations of the not unwarranted 
..idignation of men who have, under 
the circum0 ancea of this particular 
case, a greater respect for law thau for 
the forms of law. 
Under different cir- 


cumstances, the feelings of the same 
men would be ruauiu'S'ed in just the 
reverse way. 


The course of the board was an out- 


rage,undoubtf:jly 
Bu< it wa1' not an 


outrage agaiDst the court. 
Most prob- 


ably it was an outrage committed in 
pursuance of the foroib of the status 
creating that political monstrosity, that 
appliance 
of 
executive absolutism, 


the returning board. 


Assuming that the South Carolina 


statute corresponds to the Louisiana 
statute in pretending to confer upon 
the canvassing board power to throw 
out any return! which may be ne^essrry 
to reverse the result of the election, it 
is plain that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion of the subject-matter, and its at- 
tempt to dictate the manner in which 
the board should exercise 
its office 


was an unwarranted assumption of 
power. This was exactly the case which 
arose in this city, a little over a year 
ago, upon the election to adopt the new 
city charter. 
It was asserted, before 


the election had been fully declared, 
that monstrous frauds had been perpe- 
trated. 
Upon the basis of these asser 


lions, some persons petitioned 
the 


court of chancery for an injunction up 
on the canvassing body to restrain them 
from canvassing and declaring the result. 
The court assumed jurisdiction, and 
granted the writ prayed for, temporary 


e'on, 
and (he one intent of which is to 


theat the American people out ot their 
election'! 
Mr. Hampton expresses a 


strong opinion that the action of the 
canvassers 'can havo no legal 
effect 


whatever,'and that the court 'will sea 
that the laws shall be enforced ami 
justice secured.' As the court is wholly 
without power to eulorct the laws 
without the co-operation of the execu 
live, and as the executive and the re 
turning board seem to be, as they are 
in Louisiana, convertible tt'rrus, the ba 
sis of Mr. Hampton's opinion is not 
quite visible. 
Though there is proba*- 


bly a statutory mode of conte>tiug the 
election of local officers in the courts, 
and though, by the constitution, the 
legislature is the sole judge of the el- 
ection of its own members, and in 
constitutional effict the judge of the 
election of governor too, yet under the 
southern "retiring boaid" method ol 
executive absolutism, the governor and 
a file of national bayonets are a judje 
higher than courts aod legislatures 
too. 


With resptet to the appointment of 


presidential electors, however, there is 
a tribunal of judgment and decision 
higher and more puissint than any 
southern ''returning board," or than 
any southern governor, or than any file 
ot bayonets. It is the national congress. 
To that tribunal the latest case of ex 
eoutive absolutism in South Carolina is 
new transferred.

ly, citing the members of the board to 
appear and show cause why the injunc- 
tion should not be made permanent.— 
The board disregarded the order of the 
court, canvassed the returns and pro- 
claimed the result, as the letter of the 
ttatute authorized them to do. The 
court was very mad about it, and at- 
tached the whole crowd, including half 
a dozen lawyers who were suspected to 
have given them legal advice upon the 
subject, and sentenced them to be im- 
prisoned, fined, and otherwise punished 
for contempt of its mandate. 
The re- 


spondents carried the matter up to the 
supreme court, which very promptly 
and effectively hoisted the chancellor 
out of water by letting him know that 
a court of chancery could not take ju- 
risdiction of the subject-matter; that 
the duty of the board was to proceed 
to the discharge of its office according to 
the terms of the statute; that it was 
not in the judicial province to dictate 
to a different branch of government in 
the discharge of its office ; and that if 
the election was crunDassed by fraud, 
the remedy mu*' b« f >und in a contest 
of the result ofioi»lly declared, in the 
way provided by law. 


The case in South Carolina is almost 


oiactly analogous to the Chicago case. 
The result of the election was not and 
oould not be known until the returns 
were canvassed and the result ascer- 
tained and declared. To canvass the 
returns was c?rtainly no part of the 
office of the court, nor was it any part 
of the judicial office to say how the 
canvassing should be done, or how the 
canvassing body should or should not 
proceed in the discharge of its office.— 
If the canvassing body had refused or 
neglected to discharge its office, the 
court, upon a proper exhibition of the 
facts, might properly have issued its 
mandate commanding the canvass to 
proceed; but ia so doing the court 
oould not, without usurpation of an 
office not its own, have prescribed any 
rule of proceeding. That is the legis- 
lative office, and that office the legisla- 
ture of South Carolina has, no doubt, 
eieroised in the act creating the re- 
turning board. 
No doubf, too, the leg- 


islature in so doing has transcended its 
own power by assuming to devolve ju, 
dicial power upon the returning board ,
